Dl discloses a surgical incise drape which comprises a backing 
layer coated over the operative area thereof with an adhesive 
layer which comprises-an inherently tacky polyurethane gel, 
and may be removed from the skin without damage thereto. 

D2 discloses an affixing tape for skin applications comprising 
a carrier layer coated on one side with an adhesive silicone 
elastomer. 

A device according to claim 3 is known from document Dl . Thus, 
the invention defined in claim 3 is not new and consequently 
lacks novelty and inventive step. 

Dl is considered to be the most relevant prior art. The 
invention according to claim 4 differs from what is known 
through Dl in that a hydrophobic silicone elastomer is used 
instead of a polyurethane gel. 

A person skilled in the art looking for an alternative 
adhesive which can be removed from a patient without damage to 
the skin finds a solution in D2 . D2 teaches that silicone 
elastomer has skin-friendly adhesive properties. It is 
considered obvious to the person skilled in the art to use the 
adhesive known through D2 in the draping product known from 
Dl. The invention according to claim 4 is not considered to 
differ substantially from what is previously known and can 
thus not be patented.
